DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The restriction mailed on 3/21/08 is to be disregarded since the requirement is 
incomplete. New time period for response starts upon mailing of the new restriction 
requirement. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 2-18, drawn to box with circuit board classified in class 361 , 
subclass 752 . 

II. Claims 19-22, drawn to box with cooling holes recessed downward, 
classified in class 361 , and subclass 692. 

III. Claims 23-24, drawn to box with ventilation holes therein, heat sink and 
circuit board in the box, classified in class 361, subclass 690. 

3. The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Group I, claims 1 2-1 8 drawn to just a box with an upper plate having a protrusion 

and a front panel having a bent portion. These feature not found in Groups II and III. 
Group II, claims 1 9-22 drawn to just a box with holes, a heat sink having a base with a 
plurality of protruding fins and inter-hole portions that are recessed downward. These 
features not found in Groups I and III. Group III, claims drawn to just a box with holes 
therein, heat sink, a circuit board in the box and an upper plate of an inner cover that is 
inclined downwardly. These features not found in Groups I and II. Therefore, the 
inventions are independent and distinct from each other for the reasons given above. 
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4. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above in 
paragraphs 2 and 3 and there would be a serious search and examination burden if 
restriction were not required because one or more of the following reasons apply: (a) 
the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; (b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; (c) the inventions require a different field of search 
(for example, searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or 
employing different search queries); (d) the prior art applicable to one invention would 
not likely be applicable to another invention; (e) the inventions are likely to raise 
different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
